"CAUGHT IN A CALM. 


Two Officers of the Relief

MANILA, May 81.-Details regarding 


the capture by Filipinos of two officers of 
the United Stateslioapitalsbip Relief, yes- 
terday, liayo just been obtained. The Re- 
lief lies in the harbor in front of this city, 
'i'liird Oftlcer Fred Happy and Assistant 
Easlncor Charles Blandford rigged a sail 
on une of the .ship's boats and went sail- 
ing along the shore, on the south, oppo- 
site the insurgent lines. The boat became 
hemhned near the shore, and souiu native 
uanoea with Filipinos on board put out 
anil eaptnred the two men, who were un- 
armed, and also took possession of the 
boat.
